Organization  of  Provlnoial  Chapters. 

The  fact  that  (he  notice  of  resolution.s  receive. I  bv  all  Chap- 
ters in  March  from  Nali-iial  lleadiiuarle-*  antiouiiciiiK  thai  Ibe 
president  strenuously  advocated  the  o-  inizalion  of  IMoviticial 
Chapters,  etc.,  was  ve.-y  gratifyitm-  to  many  ailvocal'-s  of  liif 
same-  This  public  announcement  from  our  ticsl  ollic.-r  nave  jiopc 
that  a  broader  vision  of  our  Order  animate.l  tin-  National  K.xe- 
cutive-  "Organize  before  next  annual  iii.'.'tinj.  '  was  the  presi- 
dent's expressed  wish.  This  is  possilde  ami  will  Riv.-  a  great 
impetus  to  our  Order 

"Ontari<i  ttie  last,"  was  sugf-'ested  by  the  President,  but  was 
received  coldly  by  Ontario  women,  notwithslandinp-  the  kindly 
remarks  that  the  National  Executive  tncelings  were  alway 
open  to  Regents  for  advice  and  lielp.  Some  tliouKlit  there  was 
no  occasion  for  Ontario  to  oiganiz.'  until  tli.'  last.  Other 
Ontario  wonwri  could  .see  no  charter  or  C4>ns(it(iii,,nal  rigid  t.> 
deter  that  i.rovince  any  longer  if  fwo-thirds  of  tlie  membeis 
were  ready  to  organize.  Lady  Kinpsmill.  regent  of  Ibe  l.aiireii- 
tian  Chapter,  Ontario,  championed  .uganization  at  an  i-arly  ilate 
by  the  unanimous  voice  of  her  chapl.-r,  which  previ.nis  to  tin* 
annual  meeting  had  sent  a  restdution  to  the  National  Executive 
praying  that  Ontario  t)e  organized.  A  lively  discu-ssiou  followed.
